The fire originated in Collin's 
Hall and spread rapidly, until five 
buildings in the main business block 
of the town were destroyed. Fol- 
lowing are the losses by the fire: 

Forinan & Parish, grocers; loss. 
§1,500; fully insured. 

Collins & Thompson, dry goods; 
loss, $10,000; well insured, §2,500 of 
which is with the Liverpool, L. & 
Globe. 

Collins & Head, drugs; loss, §9,000; 
insurance, §5.500; T. C. Collins owned 
the block, which was the finest in 
the town. He had §13,000 insurance 
on it. 

J. D. Hopkins & Co., hardware, 
stoves, etc, were damaged §4,500 by 
water; no insurance. 

Starks & Co., drugs; damage, 
§2,500; fully insured. 

The total loss is estimated by well 
posted men to be fully $50,000. 

Messrs. Godson and Williams, of 
the Midway Clipper, whose office is 
in close proximity to the burned 
buildings, were damaged to the 
amount of §250. 

When the fire first broke out a 
telegram was sent to the Chief of the 
Lexing.on Fire Department, asking 
that an engine be sent to their assist- 
ance, but the Lord Mayor of the 
"Blue Grass Capital" was out of 
humor, and refused to let any portion 
of the department go until it was too 
late to be of service, when a dispatch 
was received from Midway saying 
they were not needed. Lexington 
should be proud of so heartless a 
Chief Magistrate. Frankfort, ever 
ready to listen to the cry of distress, 
answered promptly, "We are com- 
ing," got there as quickly as possible, 
and did good service.
